In  accordance  with  instructions  received  (December  18th,  1924,  Circular  540),  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  this  report  will  be  a  Survey  Eeport. 

Locality. — The  Oxenhope  Urban  District  is  somewhat  square  in  shape  and  lies  at  the 
head  of  the  Worth  Valley.  It  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  Haworth  District,  on  the 
South  by  Halifax  and  Midgeley  Urban,  on  the  East  by  Denholme,  and  on  the  West  by  the 
Wadsworth  portion  of  the  Todmorden  Rural  District  in  Lancashire.  The  population  which 
is  very  scattered,  is  chiefly  centered  at  Lowertown  and  Uppertown  and  Shaw  in  the  North, 
where  is  the  Railway  Branch  Terminus,  and  Deeming  and  Horkinstone  towards  the  South. 
There  are  other  groups  of  houses  at  Lower  and  Higher  Marsh.  Further  south  is  Oxenhope 
Moor. 

Area. — The  area  of  this  Township  is  4,254  acres. 

Population. — 2,397  according  to  the  Registrar  General. 

Elevation. — The  District  is  on  the  Millstone  Grit,  and  there  are  many  sandstone 
quarries  but  mostly  unwmrked.  The  lowest  point  is  at  the  Railway  Station,  650  ft.,  from 
which  the  ground  gradually  rises.  Other  points  are  West  Croft  Head,  853  ft. ;  Upper 
Marsh,  944  ft.:  Horkinstone,  964  ft.;  Nan’s  Scar,  1,101ft.;  while  the  highest  point  is 
reached  at  “  Stairs,”  in  the  East  Corner,  1,401  ft.  Leeshaw  and  Deeming  Reservoirs 
belonging  to  the  Bradford  Corporation,  are  situated  within  the  District.

Industries  and  Occupations. — There  aret  en  Woollen  Weaving  and  Spinning  Mills,  and 
one  Spindle  and  Fly  Works,  and  these  will  employ  about  880.  A  Sandstone  Quarry  at 
Upper  Marsh  should  employ  about  30  men.  A  number  of  mechanics  go  to  work  at  Keighley. 
The  remainder  are  employed  on  grazing  farms. 

Sanitary  Condition  and  Progress — Water  Supply. — Up  to  1921,  in  the  more  populous 
parts,  groups  of  houses  had  water  laid  into  them  by  the  owners  of  property.  xA  list  of  these 
was  given  in  my  1920  report  showing  the  number  supplied  by  each.  Many  houses  were 
frequently  short  of  water,  due  to  corroded  pipes. 

A  Public  Inquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  C.  H.  Eoberts,  Esq., 
M.  Inst.  C.E.,  on  March  17th,  1920,  into  an  application  for  a  loan  of  £17,000  for  works  of 
public  water  supply,  viz: — the  scheme  prepared  by  A.  H.  Johnson,  Esq.,  M.  Inst.,  C.E.,  of 
Bradford,  which  had  been  deferred  owing  to  tbe  war. 

Sanction  was  received  on  April  30tb,  1920,  for  £2,800  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  60 
years,  and  £14,200  for  works  of  water  supply  for  30  years.  Since  then  the  purchase  of  the 
land  was  completed,  but  the  carrying  out  of  the  works  was  deferred,  on  the  ground  of 
excessive  cost. 

Tenders  were  obtained,  and  the  estimated  cost  exceeded  by  £10,000  the  estimates 
prepared  before  the  war,  the  loan  for  which  was  sanctioned. 

In  1921  excavation  work  in  connection  with  the  new^  reservoir  were  commenced  by 
unemployed  men  from  Keighley.  Shortness  of  supply  was  experienced  in  several  of  the 
private  supplies,  notably  Lower  Marsh,  Lowertown,  Shaw,  and  Leeming. 

In  1922  the  works  in  connection  with  the  new  public  water  supply  was  carried  out 
during  the  year.  The  reservoir  to  contain  200,000  gallons  was  completed,  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  lengths  of  main  laid,  viz: — from  reservoir  to  Post  Office  at  Lowertown  1219  yds.  of 
5  inch  main,  to  Beck  Leeming  (Jew  Lane)  514  yds.,  of  4  inch.  Hill  House  Lane  and 
Best  Lane  152  yds.  of  4  inch.  Best  Lane  bottom  and  Shaw  490  yds.  of  4  inch.  Post  Office 
to  Holme  Mill  67  yds.  of  3  inch,  and  Hebden  Eoad  to  tbe  Gburch  233  yds.,  of  3  inch  main. 
No  private  connection  were  made. 
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In  1923,  shortage  of  water  was  again  experienced  in  some  of  the  private  supplies,  and 
115  houses  were  connected  with  the  public  supply,  and  1  mill  for  drinking  purposes. 

In  1924,  46  houses  were  connected  with  the  public  supply,  also  1  chapel  and  Sunday 
school,  1  weekday  school,  and  4  mills  for  drinking  purposes. 

In  1925,  33  houses  were  supplied  with  water  from  the  new  supply. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. — Works  of  sewerage  for  Oxenhope,  embracing  the  more 
populous  portions,  were  completed  at  the  close  of  1897,  and  the  house  connections  made 
therewith.  The  Council  subsequently  decided  to  adopt  Dibdin’s  method  of  sewage  filtration, 
and  converted  two  of  the  original  preciijitation  tanks  into  filters  of  that  description.  Two 
additional  filter  beds  were  constructed  in  1899.  In  connection  with  the  sewage  outfall 
works,  a  continuous  filter  has  been  put  down  to  deal  with  storm  water,  and  also  for  the 
night  flow  of  the  sewage,  and  another  filter  to  deal  with  the  effluent  from  the  sludge  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  septic  tank.  The  work  was  completed  in  July,  1904.  In  connection 
with  the  sewage  disposal  works,  two  new  sludge  filters  were  constructed  in  1913.  In  1914, 
in  consequence  of  a  complaint  from  the  Eivers’  Board  as  to  the  effluent  from  the  land, 
Mr.  Julius  Spencer  was  instructed  to  increase  the  filtering  capacity  of  the  beds,  and  provide 
for  better  distribution,  and  this  was  done  in  1915.  Additions  were  made  at  the 
disposal  works,  consisting  of  a  new  detritus  well  and  two  sludge  filters,  and  four  contact- 
beds  repaired. 

In  1924,  an  extension  of  main  sewer  consisting  of  60  yds.  of  6  ins.  sewer  was  laid  at 
Shaw,  the  provision  of  cistern  flushed  closets  being  rendered  possible  by  the  new  public 
water  supply. 

In  1925,  no  extensions  of  main  sewer  have  been  laid. 

Excrement  and  Refuse  Disposal. — Since  the  completion  of  the  sewerage  scheme  a 
large  number  of  closets  previously  provided  with  movable  receptacles  were  converted 
into  Duckett’s  slop  water  closets.  The  remaining  closets  in  the  district  are  pails  and 
privy-middens.  Some  of  the  older  forms  of  privy  have  been  re-constructed.  In  1898 
improvements  were  effected  in  the  re-construction  and  accommodation  of  the  closets  at 
the  various  mills  in  the  district,  and  the  New  Council  School  and  National  Schools.  In 
1924,  36  water  closets  were  provided — 26  conversions  of  old  closets  to  cistern  W.C.’s  and 
10  additional  accommodation.  This  year  (1925)  11  conversions  of  old  closets  to  cistern 
W.C.’s  and  4  additional  accommodation.

It  will  be  seen  that  good  work  has  been  done  this  year  in  the  conversion  of  closets, 
the  provision  of  cistern  flushed  closets  rendered  possible  by  the  new  water  supply. 

The  Scavenging  is  undertaken  by  contract  under  the  Council.  The  Scavenging  for  the 
prescribed  area  of  the  Oxenhope  District  was  re-let  in  September,  1923,  to  Mr.  William 
Smith  for  the  sum  of  £150  per  annum,  for  the  period  of  three  years,  the  same  amount  as 
previously.  The  refuse  is  taken  on  to  Black  Moor,  Stones  Top,  and  on  to  waste  land  at 
Lower  March.  The  number  of  loads  of  refuse  removed  was  485  and  3874  pails  emptied. 

Inspection  of  District. — This  district  has  been  subject  to  routine  inspection  thoughout 
the  past  year,  and  necessary  steps  taken  for  abatement  of  insanitary  conditions  when  found.

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Bye-Laivs  and  Regulations. — The  Council  possess  bye-laws  with  respect  to  “  Common 
Lodging  Houses,”  allowed  in  1872.  The  “  Model  Bye-laws  ”  with  respect  to  “  Slaughter¬ 
houses  ”  and  “Cemetery”  were  allowed  in  1885  and  1886,  and  with  respect  to  “New 
Street  and  Buildings,”  in  1893.  A  series  of  regulations  under  the  “  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and 
Milkshops  Order,  1886,  came  into  force  in  May,  1889.  The  Urban  District  Council  adopted 
the  Model  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  “  Offensive  Trades  ”  on  Januuary  13th,  1905,  and  these 
were  allowed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  March  7th.  During  1922  “Maggot 
Breeding”  and  “Fried  Fish  Shops”  were  added  to  the  list  of  offensive  trades.  Bye-lays 
with  respect  to  “  New  Streets  and  Buildings  (Intermediate  Series)  ”  were  adopted  last  year 
and  allowed  by  the  Ministry  on  June  6th,  1924.  Bye-lays  with  respect  to  “Nuisances” 
should  be  adopted. 

Acts  of  Parliament  Adopted. — Part  III  of  “  The  Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act, 
1890,”  was  adopted  in  1892,  and  the  “  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889,”  was 
adopted  and  came  into  operation  on  April  1st,  1893. 

Slaughter  Houses. — The  Four  Slaughter  Houses  which  are  licensed  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  are  fairly  well  kept.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  a  Certificated  Meat  Inspector. 
The  slaughter  houses  are  regularly  inspected  on  slaughter  days,  once  a  week  when  possible. 
240  visits  were  made.  The  following  were  surrendered  and  destroyed  : — 11  sets  of  beasts’ 
lungs,  and  5  flukey  livers,  1  heart  and  1  head,  2  sets  of  pigs  lungs  and  livers  and  the 
carcase  of  1  pig  (7  stone).

No  Unsound  Meat  has  to  my  knowledge  been  exposed  for  sale.  There  is  no  Common 
Lodging  House  in  the  district.  No  instance  of  Overcroivding  was  found.  Four  Smoke 
Observations  were  taken  by  the  Inspector  of  the  Factory  Chimneys  and  the  stokers  were 
interviewed  in  two  cases.  Under  Offensive  Trades  there  is  one  Knacker’s  Yard,  situated  at 
“Whinny  Foot  Farm,”  and  no  complaint  has  been  received,  the  premises  being  well  kept, 
and  are  chiefly  used  for  maggot-breeding.  No  Legal  Proceedings  were  required.  The 
Bakehouses,  three  in  number,  are  regularly  inspected,  and  are  satisfactory.  24  visits  were 
paid. 

Under  Dairies  and  Goivshcds,  34  farms  were  inspected,  containing  49  sheds  with  372 
milk  cows.  All  sheds  have  been  Lime-washed  and  cleansed.  14  persons  are  purveyors  of 
milk  and  cow-keepers. 
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Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922,  the  premises  of  retailers  and 
wholesale  traders  have  been  examined  with  reference  to  re-registration,  and  structural 
alterations  have  been  asked  for  where  required,  and  are  being  proceeded  with. 

1  new  cowshed  has  been  erected,  7  sheds  have  been  reconstructed,  14  have  had  the 
drains  removed  from  inside  the  sheds,  8  have  had  the  floors  repaired,  and  light  and 
ventilation  improved  where  required. 

Beport  under  the  Factory  aiid  Workshop  Act,  1901,  for  the  year  1925:  Fifteen 
Workshops  have  been  examined. 

A  Eegister.  a  Eecord  Book,  and  a  Fire  Escape  Book  are  kept,  in  which  details  are 
entered  up  as  to  sanitation,  air-space,  ventilation,  drainage  of  floors,  cleanliness,  &c. 

The  “Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment  i\.ct),  1890,”  is  in  force  in  this  District.

No  Insanitary  Conditions  were  found.  There  was  no  Overcroioding  found.  One  Neio 
Workshop  was  notified  by  the  Factory  Inspector.  There  are  no  Oukuorkers  in  the  district. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. — The  total  births  registered  were  34  in  number  (18  males  and  16  females). 
This  is  1  less  than  last  year,  and  is  equivalent  to  a  birth-rate  of  14  •  1  per  1000  living,  as 
as  compared  with  14 ‘5  last  year.  There  was  no  illegitimate  birth. 

Deaths. — The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  district  were  19  in  number.  To  this  must 
be  added  7  deaths  belonging  thereto,  transferred  from  other  districts,  which  makes  a  cor¬ 
rected  to,tal  of  26  (7  males  and  19  females).  This  is  a  decrease  of  14  from  last  year, 
and  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  10-8  per  1000  living,  as  compared  with  16-5  last 


year.

On  reference  to  Table  II  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  birth  rate  is  lower  than  it 
had  been  since  1919. 


The  general  death  rate  is  the  lowest 
upon  record  and  no  less  than  53  •  7  per 
cent  of  the  total  deaths  were  those  of 
persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

There  was  1  infant  death,  equal  to 
the  low  infant  mortality  rate  of  29  •  4  per 
1000  births.  This  was  also  the  only 
death  under  5  years  of  age.

^Hospitals — Keighley  Joint  Hospital  at  Morton  Banks  in  the  Keighley  Rural  District. 

Keighley  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Upper  Heights,  near  Stanbury,  in  the 
Oakworth  Urban  District. 

Public  Health  {Tuberculosis)  Begulatious,  1912. — This  Order  came  into  operation  on 
February  1st,  1913.  During  the  past  year  1  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (F.55) 
was  notified  and  removed  to  Sanatorium,  and  1  case  of  Non-Pulmonary  F.23).  A  single 
death  was  returned  of  Non-Pulmonary  (F.46)  which  occurred  in  the  Menston  Asylum. 
Eight  cases  from  this  district  were  in  attendance  at  the  Keighley  Dispensary. 

National  lusurance  Act :  Provision  of  Sanatoria,  dc. — The  West  Riding  County 
Council  under  their  scheme  provided  Dispensaries  at  Settle,  Skipton,  and  Keighley,  and 
Dr.  E.  Allan  Wilson,  of  Keighley  is  in  charge.  Cases  from  the  Worth  Valley  Districts 
attend  at  the  Keighley  Dispensary,  and  those  unable  to  attend  are  seen  at  their  own  homes. 
Suitable  cases  are  sent  through  the  West  Riding  Insurance  Committee  to  existing  Sana¬ 
toria  and  Hospitals  in  various  parts  of  the  Riding,  as  well  as  to  their  own  Sanatorium 
at  Middleton,  near  Ilkley.  829  beds  are  now  available  for  use  in  the  dffferent  Institutions. 
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Infant  Mortality  and  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. — The  County  Council  adopted 
the  Act  for  their  West  Eiding  area,  and  organised  a  combined  Nursing  Scheme  for  the 
Biding  to  embrace  Birth  Notification,  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors,  in  conjunction 
where  possible  with  existing  District  Nursing  Associations.  A  nurse  was  appointed  origin¬ 
ally  for  the  three  Worth  Valley  Districts,  but  Oxenhope  was  in  1923  transferred  to  the 
Denholme  Nursing  District.  An  infant  welfare  centre  was  started  on  a  voluntary  basis 
at  Haworth.  The  distance  is,  however,  too  great  for  many  mothers  to  attend  with  their 
babies  from  Oxenhope. 

Midioives’  Act. — The  administration  of  the  Midwives’  Act  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
County  Council,  which  is  the  Local  Supervising  Authority. 

Venereal  Dism.se.— Clinics  for  Venereal  cases  are  held  under  the  County  Council  twice 
a  week  in  the  evening,  at  Victoria  Hospital,  Keighley.

43  and  45  Denholme  road. — All  windows  made  to  open  at  top,  eaves  trough  provided  at 
the  rear,  light  and  ventilation  provided  in  food  store  of  house  No.  43,  movable 
receptacle  converted  to  W.C.  and  houses  supplied  with  water. 

Shaw  28  and  30. — -Houses  supplied  with  water,  redrained  and  connected  to  sewer,  new 
windows  where  required,  eaves  trough  provided  at  the  rear  and  repaired  at 
front,  separate  W.C.  provided  and  movable  covered  ashbins. 

Shaw  22  and  24. — Houses  supplied  with  water,  re-drained  and  connected  to  the  sewer, 
sink  waste  pipes  trapped,  and  movable  receptacle  converted  to  W.C.  and 
movable  bins  for  ashes. 

Shaw  No.  26. — House  provided  with  water,  re-drained  and  connected  to  the  sewer,  sink 
waste  pipe  trapped,  movable  receptacle  converted  to  W.C.  and  movable 
receptacle  provided  for  ashes,  eaves  trough  provided  at  the  rear. 

Marsh  End  Farm  House. — Closing  order  served  January  10th,  1919.  House  made  fit 
for  habitation  and  closing  order  determined. 

Church  Street — 5  houses.  Nos.  2,  4,  6,  8  and  10  no  defects.  At  No.  8  privy 
midden  converted  to  W.C. 
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Pear  Street — 4  houses,  Nos.  1,  3,  5  and  7. 

Apple  Street — 4  ,,  Nos.  2,  4,  6  and  8  back  to  back  houses. 

All  houses  supplied  with  water  from  the  Council’s  Mains,  4  privies  converted  to  W.C.’s, 
and  drainage  improved.  Improved  light  and  ventilation  provided  in  houses  Nos.  1  and  2. 

Note. — There  has  been  little  time  for  housing  inspection  this  year  owing  to  the 
amount  of  time  given  to  the  improvement  of  Cowsheds,  and  conversion  of  Closets.

4.  — The  adoption  of  the  Model  Byelaws  as  to  “  Nuisances.”
